DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-18 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claims 1 and 18, the closest prior art, Lutz (US Patent No. 
4,454,023) discloses a process for upgrading a heavy viscous hydrocarbons into at 
least one light fraction, at least one heavy fraction and a residuum (Figure 2) in which 
the at least one heavy fraction is extracted with a paraffinic solvent containing from 3 
through 9 carbon atoms (Column 4, Lines 30-54) to obtain the resins. However, for the 
heavy viscous hydrocarbons not having a significant percentage of compounds boiling 
below 343°C, the heavy fraction would be sent to a vacuum column for reducing the 
amount of materials which must be processed in the solvent extraction unit (Figures 1, 
3 and 4). 

4. Claims 2-1 7 directly or indirectly depend on Claim 1 .
